pectations of Ail Interested Parties. 
Boston, April 
S.—The 
battleship 


Iowa, the last of the premium-built 
battleships of the navy, earned Cor her 
builders, Messrs, William 
Cramp & 


Son o£ Philadelphia §200,000 by mak- 
ing an average of 17 even knots an 
hour over the regular government 
course off the Massachusetts coast in 
the four hour speed required by the 
government. 


The weather could not have been 


surpassed. A light northerly air shift- 
ing to northeast just as the trial began, 
helped the forced draught considerably 
and as it shifted around still further 
to the east on the run back, it did not 
hamper the work of the big blowers. 
The trial board came down from the 
city about 8 o'lock and with them were 
some 200 guests of tlie builders, as well 
na many naval officers stationed in and 
about Boston. 


The ship got under way almost im- 


mediately, heading straight for the 
twin light off Cape Ann and after a 
run of over an hour, the first mark 
boat, the crack of the navy, the Porter, 
was sighted, with the black buoy not 
far off, denoting the beginning of the 
33 knot course. The boat was uot quite 
prepared tor her great work, the lo-wa 
twice running up to within a mile of 
the mark, then shying off out to sea in 
order to bottle up a little more steam 
and 
devotepe a few hundred more 


horse power. 


At the very outset of the trial it was 


evident that every one of the picked 
crew was in dead earnest. The wake 
'left straight out astern showed that 
the steadiest of pilots, Lew Chambers,, 
was at the helm, while the regular 
rumble of the engines and of the- twin 
screws denoted that another master 
hand, hidden from sight, was directing 
the ponderous machinery. 


Throughout the triad the boat be- 


haved admirably. The heavy turrets 
placed well nlbove the water Hue, gave 
her a much greater roll than the Indi- 
ana or Massachusetts, hut except for 
•tih-is she was much steadier than the 
other battleships. 


The tidal corrections will not cut the 


•17 knots, but on the other hand will 
probably increase it to some slight ex- 
tent.

Mr. Thomp- 
son then offered thorn the property for 
a raise of $500, but the board refused 
to give it. After this the court refused 
to confirm the sale, and yesterday the 
property was again sold. This time the 
school board was on hand and bid the 
property in—not for §7,770 nor for 
$3,270, but for §9,099, or $1,729 more 
than Mr. Thompson sked them for it. 
This is economy with a vengeance.

fused to confirm the sale, but that the 
court wonld tnke this course the school 
board had no means of knowing. They

The last business meeting of the 


present city council was held last even- 
ing. 
The council will meet once more, 


but simply to approve its minutes. 
It 


will then give way to the new council. 


The most important item before 


council last night was the appropria- 
tion of several hundred dollars for 
various purposes and the increase of 
the city clerk's salary from $900 to 
$1,200. Mr. Adams presumably acted 
on the Times' suggestion and hyp- 
notized the members. 


The session of council last evening 


did not begin -until 1:30, standard, in 
accordance with the rule which pro- 
vides that after April 1st such -. hour 
shall be the time for ^opening the ses- 
sion. 


Eleven members were present. 
Mr. 


Huber introduced his new colleague 
from the Seventh ward, Mr. Oalvin. 
He had been sworn in, by the mayor 
and was assigned to Mr. Merrill's seat. 
• Mr. Neill said that property owners 
at the north end of Washington and 
Court streets objected to the presence 
of corn-stalks and other debris of the 
late flood. The street commissioner 
•was instructed to remove them at once. 


Mr. Hnber presented a request from

one-half hour each Sunday. They want 
it to fold the Sunday Cincinnati papers 
and are willing to pay $1 per month 
for the privilege.

The resignation of Geo. Harding as

Harding said he resigned for reasons 
beet known to himself. 


Solicitor Woodrow reported that he 


did not believe that the engine houses 
could be legally sold under the old 
ordinance and advised the passage of a 
new ordinance in case a sale is con- 
templated. 


As to the resolution to widen Third 


street to 06 feet, Mr. Woodrow thought 
the cost could be legally collected from 
the property benefltted. 


The solicitor asked for more time in 


the suit of the JEtna Live Stock Go. vs. 
the 
city. 
Tho live stock company 


claims $180 is due from the city for in- 
surance on horses. 


Tho solicitor submitted his annual 


report, showing the status of all cases 
in which the city is concerned.

Street Commissioner JRichter asked 


for an additioul $400 to spend in 
leaning up thec streets. 
Chairman 


Gims, of the committee on streets, said 
that only §600 of the |800 originally 
appropriated had been spent and that 
two-thirds of the city had already been 
cleaned. He thought the remaining 
$200 would finish the job. 


Mr. Huber waxed eloquent on this. 


He told how the papers had roasted 
touncil about dirty streets. 
He pro- 


posed to give the citizens clean streets 
with a vengeance. 
He moved that the 


$400 asked for by the street commis- 
sioner be granted. The motion carried. 
This makes §1,200 to be spent on the 
streets. 


Germania Fire Company No. 3 ceiti-
